DETAILED ACTION 
Preliminary Amendment 

1 . The preliminary amendment filed on 12/17/2004 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 21 ,23-25,27,32-36,40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wallace 3,368,722. 

Wallace discloses a dispenser (12) comprising a collapsible container (10) for 
material to be dispensed in a dispensing operation of the dispenser, the container 
having an uncollapsed condition before the dispensing operation and a partially 
collapsed condition during the dispensing operation as seen in Figures 4 and 9, and a 
holder (12) for at least partially enclosing the container; wherein the holder includes a 
resiliently-biased part (21) for engagement with the container to resist collapse of the 
container, the resiliently-biased part acting via the engagement with the container when 
the container is partially collapsed during the dispensing operation to return the 
container to the uncollapsed condition (col. 2, II. 20-71 onto col. 3, II. 1-24), the 
container has an external shoulder (1 1), the holder has one or more projections for 
abutment with the shoulder in retaining the container within the holder as seen in Figure 

4. a movable member (40). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 22,26,28-31 ,37-39 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Regan 6,315,165, Collins 1,876,489, Adler 4,413,757, Blum 
5,480,066, Gilbertson 4,565,303, Salisbury 5,909,828, Aoun 5,385,272, Vahl et al. 
4,258,865 and Low et al. 3,926,347 disclose other types of dispenser.
